and cents w ill follow as certain as the seeds are put into the ground and 


th e sun shines and Hie rain falls. 
\ Indeed, so it is said, some of the 


m ore experienced am ateur agriculturists of the city are seriously con­ 


sidering not only cu ltivatin g their regular garden spots this year, but 


also utilizing th e ir law ns, thus adding to the harvest of shekels. 
But 


seriously, w hat a pity it is that so much ground that could be made to 


yield abundant crops of necessities are perm itted to lie idle and grow up 


in weeds and become a m enace to Hie health and a blight on the sightli­ 


ness of Hie city. 
T h ere are hundreds of vacant lots in Sed alia that, if 


properly cultivated, would produce enough lo keep in com fort m any fam i­ 


lies th at otherw ise would suffer for actual necessities.

S O M E W E T A N D D R Y F IG U R E S . 


W ith m any of the so-called dry states getting dryer, and the “ bone 


d ry ” legislation in congress m aking people sit up and take notice, it is 


in teresting to look into the facts and figures show ing what tile situation 


is as regards the great question now confronting the country. 


T I Ap are forty-eight states in the union, w ith a total population of 


IM/$f2,266. 
O f these nineteen, w ith a population of 27,o*3,9r>7, are a l­ 


r e a d y dry. 
These are: Alabam a, Arizona, A rkansas, C alifornia, Georgia, 


Idaho, Iow a, K an sas, M aine, M ississippi, N orth Carolina, N orth P ak o ia, 


O klahom a, South C arolina, Tennessee, V irg in ia, W ash in g ton and W est 


V irg in ia. 
T h ere are five states that have been voted dry but have not 


/as yet entered upon The arid period. 
These are N ebraska, w here the 


la w becomes effective M ay I, 1917; South Dakota, Ju ly 4. 1917; Indiana, 


A p ril 2, 1918; M ichigan, A p ril 20, 1918, anil M ontana, Decern be r 21, 1918. 


T hese five states have a population of 7,663,204, and w ith the ninetei \ 


•above m entioned, m ake a total of 34,907,161 people who w ill br livin g 


in d ry states when the tim e lim it expires on those that are to become 


d ry on or before Decem ber 31, 1918. 


T h ese twenty-four states are represented in congress by IH I mem­ 


bers of the low er house out of 430, and in the senate by forty-eight out 


of ninety-six. 
W e find then that exactly half ot the states of the union 


are d ry by vote and that the wets and drys have equal representation in 


the U n ited States senate, but that the states that are wet, either in 


w hole or part, have 128 more congressm en in the lower house than the 


drys. 
T h e wet states, too, have a great excess in population over the 


drys, there being 57,065,105 people livin g in states w here liquor selling 


is law fu l, to 31,907,161 in the states w here it is prohibited. 


lf the bill su bm ittin g a prohibition am endm ent to the constitution of 


the U nited States, to a vote of the states, passes congress, as looks likely 


now, it must he ratified by the legislatures of three-fourths of the states, 


before it becom es a part of the organic law of the nation. 
T his means 


th a t the w ets w ill have to c a rry thirty-six states to carry the measure. 


W h e th e r this can be done is a question in view of the fact that half of 


the states have not outlaw ed the traffic, and that these are the very 


states that are the most populous. 
Bu t this we do know, the battle w ill 


be to a finish and when it is over both sides w ill know that they have 


been in a fight. 


Prom the Kansas C ity Jo u rn al.

Iii the centers of population those tem ptations aho more numerous and 


for the sam e reason the dereliction of parents is more pronounced, be­ 


cause m ore frequent.
